great vigor the British forces will not 
have reached their full fighting power 
before next summer. 
The idea in 


Germany that France is weakening 
and is ready to give up is unwarrant- 
ed optimism. 
Actual figures 
show 


that French troops have taken more 
forts and prisoners than the British. 
On the other hand the idea in the al- 
lied country that Germany is exhaust- 
ed and waiV* peace ia unjustified. 
Germany wants peace admittedly and 
wants it badly, but France and Britain 
have misunderstood and misconstrued 
this.

First, England's determination 
to fight until the allies can dictate £ 
peace which will not only eliminate 
the menace of German 
militarism 


but also 
German 
commercialism. 


Secondly, Germany's 
determination 


and apparent stubbornness to main- 
tain a successful 
offensive and in 


the meantime force one of the allies 
to surrender and to see one of them 
under the financial strain.
